Tills was my second major decision: to ordor 
retaliation against tlio Tonkin Gulf attacks and 
to seek a congressional resolution in support or 
our Southeast Asia policy. 

I had expected to go on television and radio at 0 
P.M. to In form the American people of our 
decision, buf wo hnd'toTIoloyrdrubd'ut HFomitl" 
liolf hours until tho American attack planes wore 
airborne. Tlio timing was important. 
— Wa-dld-not-want-to-providoJlic North -Viet- 
namese with enough advance warning to pormlt 
Uiom to take precautions. On tho other hand, It 
was Important that tlio first word of tho attack 



commander might havo been at fault or that a 
shore station had miscalculated. So we decided 
against retaliation. 

Another form of naval activity, not connected 
with our patrol, was going on in tho area. During 
1904 the South Vietnamese, navy made small- 
scale strikes ofinlnst Installations along Die 
North Vietnamese coast. Secretary McNamarn - 
described tho operations, code nnmcd 34-A, In n 
closed session wltli members of the Scnntc 
Foreign Eolations Committee on August 3, 1904. 

It was. later alleged that our destroyers were 
supporting the South Vietnamese nnval action. 
■ Tho fact is our Do Soto commanders did not even 
know where or when the 34-A attacks ; would 
occur. 

Two days later tlio North Vietnamese struck 
again at our destroyers. On August 4, 1 had a call 
frtim-McNnmorn. He informed mo Hint our 
Intelligence people had intercepted message that 
j strongly indicated tlio Nordi Vietnamese were 
1 - preparing another attack on our ships in tiic 
Tonkin Gulf. 

Soon wc received messages from the destroyer 
Maddox Dint Its rndnr and Unit of tho USS C. 
Tumor Joy Nad spotted, vossels they believed to 
bo hostile Within an hour the destroyers advised 
Unit Uioy were being attacked by torpedoes and 
woro firing on Iho cnomy PT boats. 

The unanimous view of advisers was that we 
could not Ignoro this second provocation and tliot 
tile attack required retaliation. I agreed.

Thoy had to understand that the 
retaliation was alined only at North Vietnam, not 
Bed China, and Unit the objective was limited. 

The retaliatory air strikes damaged or 
destroyed twenty-five enemy boats and 00 per 
cent of tlio oil storage tanks at Vinh. Wc lost two 
planes. 

The Southeast Asia r Resolution (often 
miscalled the ("Gulf of Tonkin Resolution"), as 
finally approved gave congressional support for 
the president to"take all necessary measures to 
repel any armed attack against the forces of the 
United States and to prevent further 
aggression."

I summoned tho National Security Council for 
0:15p.m. to discuss in detail tlio Incident and our 
plans for a sharp but limited rosponso. About 
seven o'clock I met wltli the congressional 
leadership In tho White House for. the same 
purpose. I told them (hot I bellovcd a 
congressional resolution of support for our entire 
position in Southeast Asia wos necessary and 
would strengthen our hnnd. 
President, to seek the fullest support of Congress 
for any major action that I took, whether In 
• foreign affairs or In tho domestic field. 

Concerning Vlctnnm, I repeatedly told 
•—Secretaries Busk and McNnmaro-lhal I never , 
wanted to receive any recommendation for 
actions we might hnvo to take unless It was 
accompanied Jiy.ji proposal for ossuxlag die 
backing of Congress. 

■ Because of tills, it became routine for all 
~" '.contingency plans to Include suggestions for 



visors. The principal Item of business was a 
recommendation for several specific actions 
developed by Die Departments of Slab and 
Defense after consulting wltli Taylor. 

They proposed, among oilier tilings, Unit we 
resume our navaPpalrols in the Tonkin Gulf, 
which hud been suspended after tlie August 
incident, und Unit wc be prepared to retaliate 
against North Vietnam in case of an attack on U. 
S. units or of any "special" North Vietnamese- 
Viet Cong action against Smith Vietnam. 

After serious consideration and a great deal ol 
discission, I' finally "approved - the— rccom- 
mendntlons. But I told Taylor and the others that 
our first objective was to strengthen die South 
Vietnamese In every possible way. 

Acting on the September 1004 ordor, the 
military forces made plans to retaliate by air 
against the North If Die North Vlrtnnmeso or Vict 
Cong lilt U.S. forces or carried out some kind of 
"spectacular" attack In South Vietnam. Twice' 
before the year was out I was asked to put those 
contingency plans into effect. 



On January 27, 1905, Mac. Bundy sent mo a 
memo saying that ho and Bob McNomara wore 
'^pretty woll convinced that our current policy 
can load only to disastrous defeat." Thoy had 
reached a critical moment In their thinking and 
wanted me to know how they felt. They argued 
tliot the time had come to use more power than 
we had thus for employed. 

As a result of this memo and the discussions 
dint followed, I asked Busk to Instruct his ex- 
perts once again to consider all possible ways for 
finding n peaceful solution. I also asked Bundyto 
. go out to Saigon immediately with o team of 
military and civilian exports for a hard look-at 
the situation on Uic ground. Ho did. so and 
returned to report to mo on February 7. 

Word canto on tho afternoon of February 6 diet 
the Communists had carried out major attacks 
on tlio U. S. Army advisers' barracks at Plolku 
and on u V. S. Army helicopter base about four 
miles away, as woll as on several .Vlotnambso 
• targets. 

Eight Americans hod been killed outright in the 
attacks, one died Inter, and more Uinn a hundred 
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The resolution also stated that tho United 
States was "prepared, ns the Presldeat dcter- 

jnos, to take all necessary steps, Including the 
use of armed force, to assist nay member or 
protocol state of tho -Southeast Asia Collective 
Defense Treaty requesting assistance in dofense, 
oflts freedom." 

Tho resolution reaffirmed our obligations 
under SEATO and asserted that tho maintenance 
of peace and security In Southeast Asia was vital 
to our own national Interests and to world peace. 

The vote in tho Senate wus BTUo 2 with die 
ncgntlve votes cast by Senators Ernest Grucning 
of Alaska and Wayne Morse of Oregon. In the 
House the vote was unanimous. 410 to 0.

j Hanoi was not alono In its policy of nggrosslon.

We hud to bo concerned not only about Viet- 
nam but about tho cntlro region. Our plodgo of

these crucial decisions on Vietnam, my advisers 
and I wcro acutely aware of what was happening 
In the rest of Asia.

The first occasion was on November 1, 
following a Viet Cong attack on our air base at 
Blcn Hon, north of Saigon. Communist mortar 
crews shelled the base, Uicn saboteurs cut 
through the perimeter wire and destroyed five of 
our planes and damaged others. . 

The Joint Chlcls of Staff and Ambassador 
Toylor immediately urged a strike against the 
■ North. My civilian advisers, cspcclnlly Busk and 
McNnmoro, disagreed. Most of us were very 
much aware of the continuing unsteadiness of 
the South Vietnamese government and Its 
military weakness. We Judged the concerns of 
September still valid. * 

1 was worried too about possible Vict Cong 
retaliation against U.>5. dependents In Saigon. 
With all llwse considerations lii"nilnd, I decided" 
against a retaliatory strikc.- 

Tho' second test came on Clirlstmns Eve wltli ■ 
tlie bombing of a U. S. officers' billet In down- 
town Saigon, which killed a number of 
Americans and Vietnamese. Taylor was 
angered, and rightly so. Ho urged strongly that 
wo bomb the North, preferably a military 
barracks, in retaliation. I knew how ho folt, and 
' But ul President I Had to look beyond a single 
In his [ioi.IU.on I'would huvo folt the some. 
Incident. I know Uint attacking Uio North could 
bring on n major rcnctlon from Hanoi and Its 
friends. 

My advisers still argued Unit the political base 
In tlio SouUi was shaky, probobly too shaky to 
wlUistand n major nssnuit by die. Communists. 
Also thcro were still many American women and 
children In Saigon and I (oared tliot Uicy might 
1 become targets of Vlot Cong retaliation. 
Therefore I again regretfully, told -tho Am- 
bassador Uiat I could not approve his recom- 
mendnUon. 

By tho end ol 1904. wo were picking up Nortli 
Vietnamese army' troops wearing regulation 
. uniforms, and carrying full field equipment. Wo 
soon learnod Uiat tlieso rogulnrs wcro not just 
replacements for Vict Cong units, jib Uioy hod 
boon In tho post, but members of organized 
North Vietnamese battalion formotlons.. 

Lato In January 1965 Goners! Westmoreland 
asked for and was given permission to use U. S. 
Jots against Uio Vlot Cong in support of Viet- 
namese troops-whon heconsldcredit absolutely— 
necessary. Ho used that authority for tlie first 
Umo lato In Foburary when two companies of . 
Vietnamese and a U, Sv Special Forces team 
wore trapped In an onomy ambush In tlie 
.Highlands. While olrfpowcr strurft tho om- 
busners, troop-cnrrylng helicopters rescued' Uio 
Vietnamese and Americans without the loss of u 
man. 

Pessimistic' reports continued to come to mo 
from my advisers and from Uio field. 



" liad been tounued. f ive u. s. nircTTlfrhTuTISSi 
destroyed and fifteen damaged. When I received 
word of Uio attacks that Saturday afternoon, I 
immediately called a mooUng_ of Uio NnUonal 
Security Council. 
' My advisers strongly urged Uint-we onswer tho 
attacks by striking four targets In North Viet- 
nam Immediately. United States pianos would 
handle rarco; Uic South Vietnamese air forco' 
would strike Uic fourth. The targets were army 
barracks associated wiUi Nortli Vietnam's In- 
filtration systcrn into Uic SouUi. 

After long discussion! 'authorized the strikes, 
provided Uie SouUi Vietnamese government 
agreed. There was little doubt about tho latter, 
since Saigon hod been urging retaliation against 
Uic North for some time. I also ordered the 
prompt evacuation of our dependents from 
Vietnam. 

Wc met again the next morning at eight o'clock 
to review Uio situation. Throe of Uio four 
authorized targets had been fogged In; only ono 
had been struck. 

- Should wo go back after tlio other three? Tho 
consensus was "no" and I agreed. Wo all felt Uiat 
n second-day strike by U. S. planes might glvo 
Hanoi and Moscow Uic impression that wo had 
begun a sustained nir offensive. That decision 
had not been made. However, wo all agreed Uiat 
Uio SouUi Vlotnnmoso nir force should go back 
after Its targot. Tlio Vietnamese concurred 
emphatically 1 . 

Tliot night Mac Bundy and his specialists 
returned to Washington from Saigon. About 11 
P.M. Bundy came to tlio Wlilto Houso to see mo. 
Ho left wiUi mo the, report he and his group hod. 
developed on Uieir'-tour of Viotnam. Bundy'a 
group of experts hod found tho situation in 
Viotnam going downhill, and among oUicr things 
Uioy. recommended major action against Uio' 
North to rovorso tlio trend. 

"Tlio situation In Vietnam is deteriorating," . 
Uio report bognn, "and wlUiout now U. S. ucUqn 
defont appears Inevitable — probably-not in a 
matter of wooks or perhaps oven months, but 
within tlio noxt year or so. Thoro Is sUll time to 
turn around, but not much." 

Ho bcllovod a nogotlutod wiUidruwal of the 
United States at that Ume would moon 
"surrender on tlio Installment plan." Bundy said 
Uiat a polic y of- "graduated and continuing 
reprisal," as outlined In the annex to his report, 
was "Uio most-promising courso available."
